A PROCLAMATION 


For the Diſcovery and Apprehending of ſeveral Perſons juſtly ſuſpected to have 
Contrived and Acted in the Felonious Burning of Houles in and about the City of LON DON, 


CHARLES R. 


5 Hereas due Infoꝛmation hath bern given, That Morrice Gifford a Popiſh Pꝛieſt, 
49 Roger Clinton, Derby Molraine, alias Flower, and {rveral other Perſons of the Romiſh 
wi} * Religion, have (out of their deteſtable and bzrbarous Malice.) conſpired and 
: £294 Agrad together to ſet on Fire the City of London, the Suburbs thereof, and the 

| Places thereunto Adjacent, and have in pꝛolecution of ſuch their Deviliſh and 
Wer CUicked Delign pꝛocured divers Panſlon Houles Within the ſaid City, Suburbs; 
and Parts Adjacent, at Sundzy Times, and in Divers Places to be Set on Fire and 
Burnt; The Kings molt Excellent Majeſty (at the humble deſire of the Commons in Parlia- 
ment Aſſembled ) Doth by this His Royal Pꝛocla mation ſtraitly Charge and Command the 
ſaid Morrice Gifford, Roger Clinton, and Derby Molraine, alias Flower ( who are fled from Juſtice, ſo 
that at pꝛeſent they cannot be appꝛehended to be pzoccrdedagainlſt accoꝛding to Law) that they, 
and every of them do befoze the Tenth day of this inſtant Month of May, render themſelves re- 
ſpectively to the Lo2d Chief Juſtice, oꝛ ſoine other of the Juſtices of the Kings Bench, who are 
hereby Commanded foꝛthwith to Commit them to His Majeſties Gaol of Newgate , there to re- 
main in ſafe Cuſtody in oꝛder to their Tryals foꝛ ſuch their Ottences. And His Majeſty doth alſo 
Charge and Command all and every Juſtices of Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Conſtables, and 
other His Officers and Loving Subjects, That they and every of them do uſe their utmoſt En- 
deavours fo2 the Appꝛehending aſwell of the ſaid Morrice Gittord, Roger Clinton, And Derby Molraine, 
alias Flower, aSof every other Perſon 02 Perſons who ſhall be juſtly ſuſpected of being Guilty 
of the ſaid Wicked and Deteſtable Crimes. And fo2 a greater Encouragement hereunto , His 
Majeſty doth hereby G2acioufly pꝛomiſe to ſuch Perſon oꝛ Perſons as ſhall Diſcover and Appꝛe⸗

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hend any of the laid Offenders, the Reward of Fifty pounds; which ſhall be reſpectively paid 


upon the Diſcovery and Appꝛehending of the ſaid Morrice Giftord, Roger Clinton, oꝛ Derby Molraine, 
alas Flower, and immediately after the Diſcovery, Appꝛehending and Conviction of any other 
of the ſaid Offenders. And as an Encouragement to any of the Offenders themſelves,to Diſco- 
ver the reſt, his Majeſty doth hereby further Gꝛaciouſly pzomiſe, That if any of the ſaid Offen- 
ders ſhall Diſcover any of their Accomplices, whereby they oꝛ any of them ſhall be Appꝛehended, 
that then ſuch Diſcoverer ſhall not only be Pardoned his own Dffence , but ſhall in like manner 
receive the ſaid Reward of Fifty pounds foꝛ each Offender ſo by him Diſcovered,immediately up⸗ 
on the reſpective Conviction of ſuch Dffender,
